On Monday, April 6, 2020, U.S. Capitol Police will further reduce the number of entrances open to Members and staff in each 
House Office Building. These temporary closures will enable Capitol Police and Sergeant at Arms staff to maximize resources 
during this period.

Offices who are expecting 
official business visitors are required to greet their guests outside the South Door of the Capitol and be prepared to escort them 
to and from each meeting. The Capitol and CVC remains closed to all tours, including Member, staff-led and public tours until 
May 1, 2020.
